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Local youths star in JCC’s ‘Circus o

SPRINGFIELD — Two Aga- 
wam locals joined the circus last 
Thursday as Brenna McAnanama, 
11, and Ernest Whitehead, 10, 
took part in the Springfield Jewish 
Community Center’s “Circus of 
the Kids” summer camp. 

Performing on Thursday and an 
additional two shows on Friday, 
the two were included among 25 
local children who signed up for 
a week of circus training that in- 
cluded aerial stunts, juggling and 
the type of clowning around found 
at the Ringling Bros. and Barnum 
& Bailey Circus, run in part by the 
Tallahassee, Fla.-based “Circus of 
the Kids” organization. 

“T could not take my eyes off of 
some of the things they had them 
doing up there,” said Louis Lasko, 
camp director and teen associate. 

Familiar with the organization’s 
founder, Bruce Pfeffer, Lasko 
helped put the program together 
after witnessing a similar perfor- 
mance done in Michigan that con- 
vinced him the week-long circus 
training program would be a posi- 
tive experience for the kids who 
got involved. 

“We wanted to give them a sense 
of confidence,” Lasko said. ““There 
were a lot of kids at the beginning 
feeling they couldn’t do it, but the 
staff was there for them and pushed 
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them, and it was perfect.” 

Operating since 1979 and made 
up of a staff of trainers and profes- 
sional performers, Circus of the 
Kids travelled to Springfield and 
began auditions and training that 
prior Sunday, Aug. 3, leaving the 
children with less than a week to 
train and prepare for their respec- 
tive stunts. 

However, by the Thursday show, 
most all were in their element, in- 
cluding McAnanama, who had 
four years of gymnastics under her 
belt before taking to the stage as 
one of the “Triple Trapeze Aerial- 
ists” and “Globe Trotters.” 

“T thought it was amazing,’ said 
Wendy McAnanama, _ Brenna’s 
mom. 

Having taken Brenna and her 
son, Connor, to the JCC before 
when they were infants, when 
McAnanama saw the ad for the 
summer program, Brenna jumped 
for it. 

“During training, she came home 
exhausted and just worn right out,” 
Wendy said, “‘and she loved every 
minute of it.” 

Agawam resident Debbie White- 
head, who serves as the JCC’s 
communications and marketing di- 
rector, watched as her son, Ernest, 
took part in the performance.

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Councilors seek municipal vehicle policy

AGAWAM - Three city coun- 
cilors have sponsored a new ordi- 
nance that would create rules on 
the use of municipal vehicles in 
town. 

Agawam City Councilors Rob- 
ert Rossi, Donald Rheault and 
Anthony Suffriti are co-sponsor- 
ing the ordinance, and it is already 
meeting heavy opposition from 


Mayor Richard Cohen and the city 
law department. 

The co-sponsors believe their 
ordinance is necessary to “elimi- 
nate confusion and unpredictable 
consequences regarding the use 
of municipal vehicles, as well as 
reduce fuel consumption cost paid 
for by the taxpayers.” 

The proposed ordinance text is 
basic in that it would restrict the 
use of any municipal vehicles for 
personal use. Vehicles could only 
be driven in town unless leaving 


town on official town business. 
The ordinance requires proper 
marking of municipal vehicles 
with town seals or appropriate let- 
tering that is highly visible. 

Only the mayor, fire chief, po- 
lice chief, Department of Public 
Works superintendent and Emer- 
gency Management Agency di- 
rector would be allowed to drive 
city vehicles to and from home. 
The ordinance would also propose 
penalties for violating the ordi-

Verizon seeking wireless 
tower off Mill Street

AGAWAM -— The Agawam City 
Council will again consider add- 
ing an area of town to the Personal 
Wireless Services overlay district. 

An applicant has come forward 
seeking to place a new wireless 
communications tower across the 
street from Agawam High School 
on Mill Street. The tower would 
be sited on the rear property 
owned by the Agawam Methodist 
Church. 

The application is being sub- 
mitted by Verizon Wireless and 
they are seeking a zone change 
in order to place the tower on the 
property. According to plans sub- 
mitted by Verizon Wireless, the 


tower would stand in a wooded 
area several hundred feet from 
the road. The wireless company 
submitted photos of a balloon test, 
which gauges how well the tower 
can be seen from a distance. The 
photos show it would it would not 
be very well viewed from the high 
school or Agawam Public Library, 
which abuts the high school. 

The proposal states the land is 
in a Residential A-2 zone, which 
would require the land be added 
to Agawam’s designated wireless 
communications overlay district. 
The proposal does not state how 
high the tower will be. Verizon 
Wireless will have to get city 
council support to make the zone 
change before it can go get a spe- 
cial permit to erect the tower.

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Council rejects fire 


No new developments in 
Spencer Street arson case

AGAWAM -— After releasing a 
statement that the July 30 house fire 
at 41 Spencer St. in Agawam was 
ruled intentional, Agawam Fire Chief 
Alan Sirois reported on Tuesday that 
despite the investigation continuing, 
there were no new developments to 
report. 

“While the investigators are still 
working on the case, we do not have 
any new information to offer at this 
point,’ Sirois said. 

The news comes close to two weeks 
after the initial blaze was spotted in 
the morning by a newspaper carrier at 
5:30 am. The carrier reported the fire, 


which was “reasonably sized” when 
officials arrived on the scene, after 
seeing flames through the front win- 
dow. The blaze was quickly put out as 
firefighters remained for another hour 
to clear debris and smoke for investi- 
gators to examine the scene. 

Rules arson after clear evidence 
of the fire being intentionally lit was 
found, rewards up to $5,000 are being 
offered to those who are eligible and 
provide information that results in an 
arson conviction. 

The Agawam Fire Department re- 
quests that if any person has info re-

Air horns, staying indoors 
recommended when it comes to bears

AGAWAM — With sightings of bears 
starting to tick up across town, including a 
recent report of a mother bear and her cubs 
traveling across Perry Lane last Wednesday, 
residents are advised to not only keep their 
distance but to make the animals feel as un- 
welcome as possible, said Animal Control 
Officer Allison Strong. 

Though wild animals are no strangers to 
Agawam, with coyotes and fisher cats ap- 
pearing from Six Flags to Feeding Hills, 
bears are especially common in the area ac- 
cording to Strong, and it’s not uncommon to 
see a black bear knocking down a trash can 
or food receptacle. 

“It’s definitely very common,” Strong 
said. “This time of year, you’ll usually see 
a mom and cubs going through yards look- 
ing for food and destroying bird feeders and 
such.” 

Residents who notice an ursus america- 
nus (American Black Bear) that can weigh 
up to 400 pounds are advised to keep safe 
and indoors if they’re seen on their property 
or nearby. Often, after a report is called in, 
Strong or another officer will make their way 
to the scene to monitor the animal(s) to see 
them off as they’re normally only passing 
through the area. 

It’s also to insure that the bear is not ha- 
rassed or made uncomfortable by the pres- 
ence of onlookers, a situation that can lead to 
the animal seeking shelter in a tree until the 
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coast is clear, a process that can take hours to 
monitor and resolve. 

“Tf you see them in your yard, as nice it is 
to take pictures and video, what you really 
want to do is scare them off,’ Strong said. 
“One of the best ways to do that, which is 
what I tell people to do who live in some of 
what I call ‘high bear traffic areas’ out by 
Feeding Hills and the farms, is air horns that 
are used for boat safety and soccer.” 

By blowing the horn in the bear’s general 
direction, it creates a sense that the neigh- 
borhood is not safe to the bear, Strong ex- 
plained. In doing so, residents discourage 
them from remaining in the area and they 
are less likely to come back. 

In the meantime, calls are expected to con- 
tinue as mother bears and their cubs cross 
through and about Hampden County. Nota- 
bly, the cubs running about this year are ex- 
pected to be small due to the two-year cycle 
Strong and others have observed over time. 

“Right now, all of our female bears seem 
to be on the same two-year cycle,’ Strong 
said. “Since they’ll keep their young with 
them for about two seasons, by the end of 
the second season, those bears look like full- 
sized and people panic.” 

With 2014 appearing to be a restart to the 
cycle, bear sightings will likely be less tense 
as one mother with several small cubs ap- 
pears less intimidating than one with mul- 
tiple, hundred pound offspring in tow.

Board wants transparency in budgeting

AGAWAM -—- The Agawam City Council 
has turned down a simple fund transfer but 
sent a message about transparency in bud- 
geting with the move. 

At last week’s city council meeting, coun- 
cilors rejected a request from Mayor Richard 
Cohen to transfer $41,250 in the fire depart- 
ment budget from the “Uniforms” line item 
to the “Longevity” line item. 

Councilor Robert Rossi said he is against 
the fund transfer because he believes the line 
item for longevity should have been properly 
funded when the fiscal year 2015 budget was 
originally presented. 

“The uniform line item is a uniform al- 
lowance for firefighters to purchase uni- 
forms with,” said Rossi. “It is not a salary 
allowance. The longevity item is for length 
of service. To roll items inside a budget for 
two separate purposes — I have never heard 
anything like this.” 

Council President Christopher Johnson 
agreed saying there should have been no is- 
sues in including the proper amount for the 
longevity line item in the FY2015 budget. 

“Tt goes back to the discussion of budget 
transparency,” said Johnson. “The amount 
needed for longevity was part of collec- 
tive bargaining, which occurred prior to the 
budget being presented. I can’t support this 
transfer for those reasons. We believed we 
were level-funding the two line items. It 
should have been planned better.” 

As aresult of the way it was presented, the 
council unanimously turned down the pro- 
posal, a rarity in council action. 

After the meeting, Councilor Cecilia Ca- 


labrese, who was among council members 
who supported forcing all “in-house” budget 
transfers to be approved by the council, says 
the budget item was exactly why the council 
approved the check in the process. 

“Tt is really kind of refreshing,” Calabrese 
said. “It is part of our job to handle the peo- 
ple’s money. Our job is to be stewards for the 
people, and we need more transparency in 
the budget; $41,000 is a lot of money.” 

Rossi, who proposed the budget amend- 
ment in June regarding in-house transfers, 
agreed the longevity issue should have been 
addressed during the budget process, and 
money for completely different purposes 
should not be moved around arbitrarily. 

“These are clearly two distinct items in 
the budget,’ said Rossi. “In one case with 
the uniforms, it is an IRS benefit for the fire- 
fighters.” 

Rossi said he has been unhappy with the 
amount of spending and fund transfers the 
city council is not being made aware of, in- 
cluding the most recent spending of funds 
to purchase hybrid vehicles. Cohen recently 
purchased a new vehicle for the mayor’s pro- 
fessional use. 

Cohen fired back at Rossi’s criticisms, 
stating he was following a policy put in place 
by the Energy Commission to purchase en- 
ergy-efficient vehicles for the town. He said 
Rossi was a member of the committee. 

By revoking the mayor’s ability to make 
in-house transfers, the council is now re- 
sponsible for approving all funding transfers 
before money can be spent in those areas. At 
the Aug. 4 meeting, the council even had to 
approve a transfer of nine cents. There are 
no small funding transfers scheduled for the 
next council meeting.

Council’s fight for 
transparency 


can also slow down 
government 


The Agawam City Council appears 
to have sent a very clear message to the 
town’s administration they are looking for 
more transparency in government. 

In late June, the city council took away 
the mayor’s right to make what is known as 
“in-house” transfers between line items in 
a given department’s budget. 

Their intention in executing this amend- 
ment to the budgeting and expenditure 
process was to gain a tighter rein on how 
money is being moved by the administra- 
tion. 

The author of the amendment was Coun- 
cilor Robert Rossi, who wants the city 
council to have more input on the spending 
of town funds in order to look out for the 
taxpayers of the community. 

Last Monday night, the restriction ap- 
peared to pay off after councilors turned 
down a simple funding transfer within the 
fire department budget. Following the meet- 
ing, several councilors were very pleased 
to have the opportunity to weigh in on the 
issue and believe rejecting the line item 
transfer will encourage more transparent 
budgeting as it was believed the two line 
items, longevity and uniforms, should have 
been properly budgeted earlier this year. 

In the long term, this amendment could 
prove to be positive and negative for the 
town and its taxpayers. 

On the positive side, people who are very 
interested in town government and spend 
their time watching city council meetings 
on the public access channel can be well 
informed about how money is moving 
around the town government. 

Councilors continue to be right when 
they say they are charged with protecting 
the taxpayers’ money. 

But checks and balances also come with 
some negative side effects. 

While there are some areas of budgeting 
that could be better planned, not everything 
is foreseen. Money is forecasted for one 
area and that purpose may later found to no 
longer be needed. For example, if the town 
budgets for fuel consumption and halfway 
through the fiscal year a hybrid vehicle is 
purchased, then there will be money left 
over in that account in fuel savings. At the 
same time, an emergency could arise with- 
in the same department that requires those 
few hundred dollars and that “emergency” 
cannot be addressed for four weeks. 

When he learned of the restriction on 1n- 
house transfers, Mayor Richard Cohen says 
the new rule will slow down government. It 
takes three to four weeks for any funding 
request or transfer to be approved because 
those items are placed on a council agenda 
as new business. That agenda item is due 
four to five days before the council meet- 
ing when the agenda is finalized. After the 
item appears as new business, it becomes 
old business and able to be voted on at the 
following meeting two weeks later. 

At some point, the administration and 
the council need to make an agreement or 
a resolution will need to be passed with 
a better way of handling smaller funding 
transfers, such as a sub-committee of the 
council that can meet and make transfer ap- 
provals in a shorter period of time, like an 
oversight Finance Committee. 

Should it really take four weeks to get 
a transfer of nine cents approved? It hap- 
pened at the Aug. 4 meeting.

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Verizon seeking wireless tower off Mill Street

Verizon Wireless has towers and trans- 
mitters throughout the town. The proposed 
tower on Mill Street would continue to pro- 
vide the next generation transmitting service 
known as 4G LTE. 

“The installation of 4G LTE equipment at 
491 Mill St. would bring additional 46 LTE 
service and capacity to the above mentioned 
areas,” the application states. 

The city council referred the matter to 
the Agawam Planning Board. The Planning 
Board will be holding a public hearing this 
month and will be making a recommendation 
to the full city council at its September meet- 
ing. Council President Christopher Johnson 
says he is hopeful referring the matter to the 
Planning Board will yield a decision by the 
Sept. 15 meeting. 

The city council will then hold a public 
hearing of the legislative body where the 
public, the Planning Board and the applicant 
will have the opportunity to make a presen- 
tation of their application for the tower. 


A super majority, or eight of the 11 coun- 
cilors, must vote in favor of the zone change 
for it to take effect. Verizon Wireless could 
then seek a special permit to erect the tower. 
They would also have to go through the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals for variances on the 
tower. 

“The benefits to the Town and the public 
provided by high-quality data transmission 
service is in harmony and compliance with 
the zoning ordinance without adverse effects 
to the Town,’ Sandy Carter, Verizon Wire- 
less regulatory manager states. 

An application last came before the Plan- 
ning Board in 2011. Then, Florida Towers, 
representing AT&T, sought to build a tower 
near the same sight. The application was 
withdrawn in the middle of the year after 
several town departments objected to its 
placement. The wireless company was seek- 
ing to bridge service gaps at the time. 

Plans for the proposed tower are available 
in the Planning Board office.

nance starting with $25 for the first offense 
all the way up to $200 for a third and subse- 
quent violation. In a July 30 letter to the city 
council, Cohen called the policy completely 
“unnecessary.” 

“The town has a proper vehicle use police 
in place,” said Cohen. 

He went on to state there is no confusion 
among town employees about the proper use 
of town-owned vehicles and misuse is cur- 
rently handled through the procedures listed 
in the collective bargaining agreement with 
the various unions. 

The mayor also challenged the council- 
or’s seeking to “reduce liability exposure.” 
He believes the policy, with the penalties at- 
tached, would result in grievances and legal 
actions filed under collective bargaining that 
would cost the town money in legal fees. 
Cohen, who recently sparred with Rossi over 
the recent purchase of a vehicle for the may- 
or, notes that having a vehicle assigned is not 
just a free car for use. 

“Tt is considered a fringe benefit, and I 
have to pay taxes for my use of the city car,” 
said Cohen. “I also do not use the car for per- 
sonal trips. I have another vehicle available 
for that.” 

Cohen states his administration has sought

to reduce liability and regulate the use of 
municipal vehicles. DPW vehicles are now 
all equipped with global positioning systems 
allowing the superintendent to track the real 
time location of any vehicle in his fleet. 

Emergency personnel, including the fire 
and police chief, are issued vehicles they can 
take to and from work. They have special 
equipment installed that may be used in an 
emergency situation. 

Other employees needing use of a town 
vehicle must sign out “pool vehicles.” The 
pool vehicles are watched by the mayor’s of- 
fice and all requests are approved there. Fuel 
use in those vehicles is tracked. 

In the past few years, Cohen’s administra- 
tion has purchased eight hybrid vehicles per 
a policy established by the Energy Commis- 
sion. Each vehicle saves the town approxi- 
mately $1,000 per year in fuel costs and re- 
quires only annual maintenance versus three 
check-ups for non-hybrid vehicles. 

“We are constantly working to become 
more energy-efficient and save the taxpay- 
ers money with our vehicle purchases,’ the 
mayor said. 

The policy has been referred to the Legis- 
lative Sub-Committee and could be voted on 
in early September.

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Sang takes 36th Bridge of Flowers 10k Classic 


Beaver takes top spot in 3K

SHELBURNE FALLS - As the pre-eminent 
summer road race in New England, the Bridge 
of Flowers 10K draws runners from around the 
world. This year, the 36th running of the race was 
just that. Along with the Steve Lewis Subaru 3K, 
which preceded the main event, there were nearly 
1000 runners participating. That was a 25 percent 
increase from a year ago. 

Of those runners there were: Brian McCarthy, 
Michael Lescarbeau, and Ryan Feyre, all of Aga- 
wam, and Lisa Ledoux, Erin King, and Maryel- 
lyn Sullivan, all of Feeding Hills. At the top of 
the chart, there was a bit of “déja vu.” In 2013, 
Glarius Rop of Kenya by way of New York beat 
countryman Amos Sang by 33 seconds with Jus- 
tin Freeman, of New Hampton, N.H., well back in 
third. This year, it was Sang who broke the tape 
ahead of Rop and it was by a mere second. Sang’s 
winning time was 31:55, 13 seconds faster than 
last year. In third place, once again, was Freeman, 
but this time with a 32:28, he was a 1:17 faster. In 
fact, he stayed within 100 yards of the two leaders, 
who were never separated for the entire 10K. 

On the women’s side, it was Karen Bertasso, of 
Albany, N.Y., who was making her debut at the 
Bridge of Flowers race. Her time of 38:49 was a 
1:05 faster than that of Apryl Sabadosa, of West- 
field. Fifty-nine seconds behind Sabadosa was 
third-place finisher Katie Carlson, of Princeton. 
Bertasso took charge early and stayed well ahead 
of the pack from the outset. Of special note, is 
the fact that Bertasso broke the top 10 overall, and 
gained that coveted 10th spot. 

Mike McCusker, the founder and director of the 
race was in his familiar spot as the master of cer- 
emonies. At the edge of the bridge, he was gath-

EAST LONGMEADOW - For the third time, the 
Suburban Amateur Football League will hold their 
jamboree-style preseason scrimmages at East Long- 
meadow High School this Saturday. 

But the event will be held this year under a new 
name, the SAFL Kickoff.

Youth field hockey adds Mites program

AGAWAM -— For the past eight years, Agawam 
High School field hockey has been one of the elite 
programs in high school field hockey. 

Now, the team will be building even more depth 
with the announcement that the Agawam Parks and 
Recreation Department will be establishing a Mites 
program to accompany its recently installed Bantam 
program. 

Youth field hockey coordinator Becky Lescarbeau 
has been organizing Agawam Youth Hockey for the 
past eight years and says the program has grown from 
just 30 kids in grades four through eight to more than 
100 kids. 

Last year, a Bantam program for third- and fourth- 
graders was started. This year, a Mites program is be- 
ing started for grades 1-2. 

“Agawam field hockey has continued to be success- 
ful at the high school level,” said Lescarbeau. “That is 
because we have a growing program that is develop- 
ing field hockey players that are ready for high school 
field hockey when they come in as freshmen.” 

For players in the juniors (fifth- and sixth-graders) 
and seniors (seventh- and eighth-graders) teams, there 
is competition from some of the larger communities in 
Western Massachusetts. 

“We play teams from East Longmeadow, Long- 
meadow, Wilbraham, Westfield, Holyoke, Belcher- 
town and Northampton,” said Lescarbeau. 

But uniquely, no scores are kept, even at the sev- 
enth- and eighth-grade levels. 
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“We are focused on development and teaching them 
the game,’ said Lescarbeau. “The score is only kept in 
a few tournaments the teams participate in. Otherwise, 
there are no scores or standings for players to focus 
on; just learning the game.” 

When the Bantam program was introduced last year 
at the third- and fourth-grade level, some second-grad- 
ers were involved in the program. 

“T felt like there was some interest for the kids at the 
younger level,’ said Lescarbeau. 

The new Mites program was born and will be for 
first and second graders interested in being introduced 
to the sport. 

“The kids will be spending eight practices this fall 
being introduced to the basics of field hockey,” said 
Lescarbeau. “They will be practicing at Stick Time 
in Agawam indoors. Sticks will be provided by Stick 
Time. The new program will cost $75 per person. En- 
rollment has already been higher than expected. 

“T was hoping to at least have a couple of kids,” 
said Lescarbeau. “But we already have 11 or 12 kids 
signed up so I am ecstatic.” 

There will be no games for the Mites. Mites will 
receive coaching help from the various youth coaches 
in the program as well as high school players during 
the season.

ering the runners and making small talk to 
hopefully relax them. After the race, he was 
busy announcing the winners in various age 
groups and awarding them their prizes. 

McCusker got this event underway in 
1979, as part of the Buckland Bicentennial. 

The 10K course starts in the center of the 
village on the now famous iron bridge, which 
is next to the actual Bridge of Flowers. At the 
beginning, it is relatively flat with some small 
hills, as the runners circle around come into 
the center. That is when everything changes. 
At about the 3K mark, the runners approach 
Crittenden Hill, which is an ascent of about 
300 feet. Separation usually begins there and 
this year was no exception. Crittenden Hill 
has a reputation that rivals that of Heartbreak 
Hill in the Boston Marathon. The difference 
is that Crittenden is at the beginning of the 
Bridge of Flowers Race, but can be just as 
heartbreaking, only earlier. 

After a steady descent from a high point 
of 750 feet, the last 4K of the race is run on 
fairly level ground. The runners finish the 
race after crossing the iron bridge. There 
have been adjustments to the course over 
the years and in fact the race went across 
the Bridge of Flowers for a short time. It is a 
true spectator event as the community reach- 
es out to the runners in every way. People 
come out of their homes to cheer, serenade 
with music and hand out cups of water to the 
runners. It is such a credit to the people of 
Shelburne Falls. 

“What a great day,’ said McCusker. “The 
weather appears to be cooperating and we 
have drawn a great crowd of runners. This 
year we have had a lot of help from our char- 
ity partners and with all the moving parts of 
the race, we need it.” 

Not enough can be said about the volun- 
teers, who helped this event run so smoothly. 
They came from all over the area and could 
be seen at the start, along the course and at 
the finish. The people involved take a lot 
of pride in seeing this race be all that it can 
be. Steve Lewis Subaru of Hadley provided 
vehicles to lead the way in front of the run- 
ners. There were lead cars for the men’s and 
women’s races and a truck from which the 
press could have a great vantage point to ob- 
serve the race. 

The festivities began at 8:15 with the 3K, 
which is called a Walk and Run. For many 
years, it was run as the Nathan Hale Clas- 
SIC. 

The winner of the 3K was 13-year-old

Rop, Free- 
man and Amos were joined by Michael Roda 
of Albany at the front of the pack. Joining 
them about a hundred yards from the start 
was Thomas O’Grady of Latham, N.Y. That 
group of five would be the top five finsishers 
when the race ended. 

By the time the runners got onto Maple 
Street, Roda and O’Grady had fallen back to 
a second tier, but Freeman stayed with the 
two Kenyans until they hit the first downhill 
at the end of Maple. He was only 10 yards 
in arrears and was determined to stay close. 
Roda and O’Grady had begun to lose con- 
tact, as they dropped to 100 yards back. 

As the runners returned into town, the top 
two had opened their edge on Freeman to 20 
yards and by the time they moved up Pros- 
pect onto Green, the gap had grown to 60 
yards. Freeman made a bit of a move at the 
top of the hill and actually cut the distance 
in half. 

It remained that way through mile 3, as 
no one was willing to step out and make a 
move. Rop and Sang regained their 60 to 75- 
yard edge over Freeman as they approached 
the dreaded Crittenden Hill. The separation 
between the leaders and Freeman increased 
on Ashfield, as it reached 100 yards. 

Very little changed as the race continued 
through the countryside. It was clear that 
Rop and Sang would finish together. It was 
just a matter of who would burst out at the 
end. Though running a good time, Free- 
man was going to be relegated to third once 
again. 

As they approached the Iron Bridge, Rop 
and Sang were side by side and then with 


Lusitano Stadium. 

Rounding out the defensive unit are Alex 
Markes, Tim Whalen and Jayme Kapinos, 
who also played at Ludlow High School. 

The Pioneers starting goalkeeper was War- 
ren Gross, who graduated from Penn.
